Army Promotion Action 
Seen in Senate and House 


The Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, in accordance with its decision 
reached last Friday, as reported in the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, on Monday, 
February 18, formally reported the War 
Department promotion bill to the Sen- 
ate with a recommendation “that it do 
pass.” Passage by that body is expected 
promptly. 

In the meantime, over in the other 
wing of the Capitol, Chairman McSwain 
of the House Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, took his first move toward considera- 
tion of the bill by referring it to Sub- 
committee No. 3, under Representative 
Rogers, of New Hampshire. This sub- 
committee is composed of Chairman 
Rogers, Representatives Hill of Alabama, 
Montet of Louisiana, Harter of Ohio, 
Edmiston of West Virginia, all Demo- 
crats; Representatives Plumley of Ver- 


mont, Collins of California, and Dele- 
gate King of Hawaii, all Republicans, 
and Representative Kvale of Min- 


nesota, Farmer-Labor. This subcommit- 
tee has charge of all questions relating 
to the general subjects of appointments, 
promotion, and retirement of individuals 
in the military service, and also has 
charge of all questions relating to mili- 
tary aviation. 

The House subcommittee had planned 
to start consideration of the measure 
Wednesday but found that it had to 
postpone it a few days. Chairman Mc- 
Swain is said to have stated that he 
would like to have the measure thor- 
oughly studied and moved along to the 
full committee for consideration with a 
view to presentation to the House. 

It is probable that before the House 
subcommittee proceeds very far with its 
consideration of the bill that the Senate 
will have passed the measure and have 
sent it over to the House with the 
amendments recommended by the War 
Department and the additional amend- 
ment incorporated by the Senate com- 
mittee as recorded in the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL last week. The Senate 
committee amendment eliminated the 
provision which would have granted 
officers retiring voluntarily the privilege 
of accepting an honorable discharge with 
one year’s active duty pay plus $5,500. 
Under the measure as reported to the 
Senate officers retiring voluntarily under 
the bill would receive annual pay equal 
to 21% per cent of their active pay multi- 
plied by the number of years’ service. 

In the Senate committee’s report to 
the Senate, presented by Senator Cool- 
idge, of Massachusetts, it was particu- 
larly pointed out that the entire cost of 
the bill in increased pay goes to the 
junior, lowest paid officers. The estimate 
cost of the promotion plan, by fiscal 
years, the report stated, would be:

Service Pay Situation 


Legislation was introduced in the 
House and Senate this week to forestall 
the reduction in rental and subsistence 
allowances which will go into effect July 
1, 1935. 

War and Navy Department officials 
see little hope of averting the cut by 
administrative action, although action 
along this line will be sought. Existing 
law provides that the President shall 
fix each year the cost of the allowances 
in accordance with the Department of 
Labor’s figures on rents and the retail 
cost of food and as these show a con- 
siderable drop from the standard year, 
1923, it seems almost a foregone conclu- 
sion that they will set at a much lower 
level. 

Senator Sheppard, of Texas, intro- 
duced the bill in the upper house. The 
measure, which was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, provides that 
the value of one subsistence allowance 
shall be permanently fixed at $.60 per 
day, and that the rate for one room for 
the purpose of computing the monéy 
allowance for rental of quarters shall be 
set at $20 per month. The Military com- 
mittee, of which Senator Sheppard is 
chairman is expected to take up the bill 
in the near future. Representative Mc- 
Swain, of S. C., chairman of the House 
Military Affairs Committee, introduced 
an identical bill in the House. 

While the prospective loss of allow- 
ances remains in a not too optimistic 
position, plans were laid for the return

Army Appropriation Bill 

Bearing the united support of both the 
Democratic chairman of the subcommit- 
tee and the ranking Republican member, 
the War Department Appropriation bill 
was reported to the House this week. 

The bill carries for military and de- 
partmental expenditures $672,205 more 
than the recommendations of the Bureau 
of the Budget and $49,487,752 more than 
the appropriations for the current fiscal 
year. Included in this increase is $9,969,- 
012 for full-pay restoration. 

An amendment was adopted, Thurs- 
day, appropriating $5,000,000 specifically 
for increasing the enlisted strength of 
the Army by one-fourth of 46,200. This 
is subject to final vote before passage 
of the bill. 

Principal among the items increased 
were $500,000 for additional maintenance 
and repairs of barracks and quarters, 
$2,674,525 for the National Guard, includ- 
ing restoration of 48 paid armory drills, 
$754,504 for increasing the number of 
14-day reserve trainees from 16,000 to 
20,000, $137,958 for increasing the 
ROTC camps from 28 days to 42 days, 
and $350,000 for. reviving the National 
Rifle Matches. 

While the cash appropriation for the 
Air Corps was reduced in the bill by 
$3,000,000, the committee substituted $3,- 
000,000 contract authorization for $3,- 
000,000 cash and gave additional con- 
tract authorization of $4,686,753, repre- 
senting the difference between the esti- 
mated cost of 547 planes, which number 
the Bureau of the Budget intended to

Committee Liberalizes 
Navy Elimination Laws 


The Navy Line Personnel bill has been 


ordered favorably reported with two 
amendments and Chairman Vinson, of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee, 


which took this action, says he expects 
early consideration of it in that legisla- 
tive branch. One amendment struck out 
Section 9 of the bill which would allow 
Retired Naval officers to engage in pri- 
vate employment with firms supplying 
materials to the Navy, but not to nego- 
tiate sales contracts. The other amend- 
ment supplies a new section under 
which officers failing to reach promotion 
may be retained on active duty as extra 
numbers. 

Under the provisions of the new sec- 
tion, officers who are not selected for 
promotion to lieutenant and lieutenant 
commander upon the completion of 7 and 
14 years’ service respectively, will be re- 
tained on the active list as extra num- 
bers instead of going on the retired list. 
Lieutenants, junior grade, who are not 
selected for promotion will remain on the 
active list until they complete 14 years’ 
service, while lieutenants not selected re- 
main until they have completed 21 years’ 
service. During the additional seven 
years they remain eligible for selection. 
The provision, advanced last year, but 
eliminated from the Act of May 29, 1934, 
because of budgetary objections, has 
been pressed by the officers in the 
“hump” who are involved as the best 
solution of the admittedly inequitable 
treatment to which they were subjected. 

While not set forth, the delay in the 
involuntary retirement feature will also 
apply to the Marine Corps. Inasmuch as 
the Marine Corps personnel act of last 
year makes all Navy promotion legisla- 
tion “hereinafter enacted” applicable to 
the Marines, first lieutenants and cap- 
tains of that Corps not selected for pro- 
motion after 7 and 14 years’ service will 
continue on the active list until they 
complete 14 and 21 years’ service in the 
same manner as Navy lieutenants, junior 
grade, and lieutenants. 

There was some discussion in commit- 
tee of granting voluntary retirement 
privileges to officers passed over and 
made extra numbers, but this was not 
adopted. Existing law, however, permits 
the voluntary retirement of naval offi- 
cers who are not graduates of the Naval 
Academy. 

There was disappointment over the 
omission of Section 9, which leaves the 
present law on that subject in full force. 
Rear Admiral Leahy, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, in testimony be- 
fore the Committee, strongly urged this ° 
relief in the employment of retired 
officers. There was no word of opposi- 
tion to this from any others who ap- 
peared at the hearing. But Chairman 
Vinson was stoutly opposed; it was on 
his motion that the Committee struck 
out the section. Representatives Maas, 
of Minnesota; A. Piatt Andrew, of Mass., 
championed retention of the section but 
were voted down. This is supposed to 
end the matter as far as the House is 
concerned, but efforts will be made in 
the Senate to have the section reinstated.

“Scientific research and mechanical development appear sometimes to turn up 
a blind alley, to follow a path which fails to lead anywhere,” the Rochester Times- 


Union states. 


“It rather looks as if that is the way with the airship. * * * We 


shall be well advised to build no more of these costly craft, lest another disaster 


befall us. 
“Enough is enough.” 





“Apart from the fact that officers and crew displayed highly commendable 
control in the face of catastrophe, not much is known as to the responsible causes 
of this mid-air collapse,” states the Trenton Times. 

“Congress may be expected to consider abandonment of lighter-than-air de- 
velopments in view of the succession of disasters already experienced.” 





“The loss of the Macon will not end experiment with the dirigible as a po- 
tential instrument of war,” declares the San Diego Union. “Perhaps it should—as 
to that, an expert jury should be polled. But it will not. * * * 

“The dirigible still represents a potential weapon of war. As long as a potential 
weapon of war is available, the war establishments of every nation will experi- 
ment with it, endeavoring to overcome faults, devise new safeguards against its 
dangers, invent new uses for its capabilities. 

“The costly and somewhat ugly fact is that the actual war value of any un- 
usual weapon absolutely cannot be determined by any test except the test of war.” 





“Perhaps this latest disaster will arouse in members of Congress a determina- 
tion not to continue longer a plainly demonstrated folly,” comments the New York 
Sun. “In its recent report the Federal Aviation Commission recommended that the 
United States spend more millions for dirigibles, partly for commercial services, 
partly for naval training. The collapse of the Macon comes as a devastating answer 


to those recommendations.” 





“Hasty judgment may be improper,” the Baltimore Sun says, “but it is easy 
to understand that whatever experts may say the public will feel that these so- 
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ealled ‘queens of the skyways’ are dangerous failures. * * * 

“The second and more important thing which is clear is that the very smalj 
loss of life in this latest accident was due entirely to the magnificent courage ang 
intelligence of the men on board the Macon itself and the no less wonderful eff. 
ciency of the naval craft that raced to the rescue. * * * The commander who coulg 
direct so capably in such a terrible emergency, the officers and crew that could 
execute orders with such discipline and calm, and the rescuers who could combing 
speed in response with such accuracy in locating the survivors were all of them 
men of heroic qualities. The loss of the Macon is shocking; but the revelation of 
such efficient bravery will be remembered long after the findings of specializeg 


investigators are forgotten.” 





The Philadelphia /nquirer states: “There is no doubt that their advocates have 
been given a serious setback and that for the present, at least, money will go into 
planes for military service rather than into lighter-than-air ships. The President's 
aviation commission lately recommended an additional training ship and urged 
‘further construction and operation of rigid airships in naval and commercial ser. 
vice.’ If private enterprise wants to experiment with airships, well and good; but 
the Government should cease building huge dirigibles on its own account.” 





Under the caption “The End of Our Air Cruisers” the New York Heralé¢ 
Tribune states: “The total loss of the USS Macon is a heart-breaking end for all 
the energy, the devotion, the ingenuity and the courage which have gone into the 
upbuilding of an American rigid-airship service. That it is the end can now 
scarcely be doubted. * * * If the military value of the rigid were beyond question 
the costs would be met (a dozen new rigids could be built for the price of one 
heavy cruiser), but where there is such a division of opinion already it seems 
likely at the moment that the United States, following the other powers, will write 
‘finis’ over the airship experiment. No one should do so, however, without honor- 
ing all the devoted and remarkably successful work, as well as the sacrifice of 


life, which has gone into it.” 





“The value of lighter-than-air craft in warfare is something that only experts 
are competent to judge,” the Newport, R. I., News says. “In passing, too, it might 
be said that even the experts seem more than a little divided on this subject. To 
the average civilian, however, it appears foolhardy to risk further loss of lives 
and money by building more Zeppelins and putting them in service.” 





Introduce Promotion Measure 

Representative McSwain introduced 
this week a bill providing for the pro- 
motion of officers of the Chaplain Corps, 
Veterinary Corps and Medical Adminis- 
trative Corps. Officers of the latter 
Corps would be given promotion to 
colonel, and chaplains would be given 
the rank of that grade. Veterinary 
Corps officers and chaplains would be 
advanced after the completion of years 
of service provided for Medical officers, 
while original appointments in the Vet- 
erinary Corps would be as first lieuten- 
ants.

of full longevity increases on the first of 
July. With the lapsing of the Economy 
Act, June 30, the provisions of law ban- 
ning “fogies” become inactive. The 
Comptroller General, however, has given 
reason to believe that he will hold that 
the three years the Economy Act has 
been in effect are “dead” years as far 
as the armed services are concerned. 
Legislation to prevent his so holding was 
asked by the President in his budget 
message to Congress. This week it was 
stated at the House appropriation com- 
mittee that the provision would be in- 
serted in the next deficiency bill to be 
reported by that body. 


Commissioned officers, warrant officers 
and nurses of the six services under 
the pay adjustment act of June 10, 
1922, will be affected by the im- 
pending cut in allowances. The reduc- 
tion amounts to about ten per cent be- 
low full pay, roughly five per cent below 
what is received at present under the 
general pay cut. The situation comes 
about because of the sliding scale set up 
- in the Pay Act. It was provided therein 
that the President should fix the rental 
and subsistence allowance each year in 
accordance with a certificate furnished 
by the Department of Labor. Under this 
arrangement the Labor Department cer- 
tifies their index figure for the cost of 
rents and food. A maximum of $20 a 
room and $.60 per ration allowance was 
set in the law. The present figure of 
the Labor Department for rent is $13 
and for food is $.46. Inasmuch as the 
allowances during the past three years, 
under a provision of the Economy Act, 
have been the maximum less the percent- 
age pay cut, a return to the permanent 
law, will be a reduction of $6 a month 








a room, and $.11 a day as subsistence 
allowance. 

In the following table there is shown 
the amount of cut from full pay which 
is suffered at present under the five per 
cent reduction, and the amount of cut 
after July 1, 1935, if the President fixes 
the allowances at $13 and $.46: (Figures 
are for the Army, but the other services 
would be approximately the same.)

The text of Senator Sheppard’s bill, 
S. 1940, follows: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, 
That, effective from and after July 1, 
1935, the value of one subsistence allow- 
ance as that term is used in section 5 
of the Pay Readjustment Act of June 10, 
1922 (42 Stat. 628), as amended, shall 
be and remain fixed at 60 cents per day; 
and the rate for one room for the pur- 
pose of computing the money allowance 
for rental quarters authorized in section 
6 of said Act shall be and remain fixed 
at $20 per month.”

Announce New Fleet Commands 

Announcement was made this week 
of the “slate” of Fleet commands for 
next year, involving shifts in seven 
major flag positions. 

There will be no change in command 
of the Fleet, as announced in the ARMY 
AND NAVY JOURNAL several months ago. 
With Admiral Joseph Mason Reeves 
continuing as Commander-in-Chief, the 
following flag changes will be made, 
effective this summer: 

Admiral F. B. Upham, Commander- 
in-Chief, Asiatic Fleet, will be relieved 
by Rear Admiral O. G. Murfin, now Com- 
mander, Battleship Division 3. Upon 
assuming command of the Asiatic Fleet, 
Rear Admiral Murfin will simultanously 
be promoted to the grade of Admiral 
and Admiral Upham will revert to his 
permanent rank of Rear Admiral. 

Admiral F. H. Brumby, Commander 
Battle Force, will be relieved by Vice 
Admiral Harris Laning, now Comman- 
der, Cruisers. Upon assuming command 
of the Battle Force, Vice Admiral Lan- 
ing will simultaneously be promoted to 
the grade of Admiral and Admiral 
Brumby will revert to his permanent 
rank of Rear Admiral. 

Vice Admiral E. H. Campbell, Com- 
mander Scouting Force, will be relieved 
by Rear Admiral A. J. Hepburn, now 
Commander Destroyers, Battle Force. 
Upon assuming command of the Scout- 
ing Force, Rear Admiral Hepburn will 
simultaneously be promoted to the grade 
of Vice Admiral and Vice Admiral 
Campbell will revert to his permanent 
rank of Rear Admiral. 


Rear Admiral G. T. Pettingill, Com- | 


mander Base Force, will be relieved by 
Rear Admiral W. T. Cluverius, now 
Commandant, Ninth Naval District. 

Vice Admiral T. T. Craven, Command- 
ing Battleship Divisions, will be relieved 
by Rear Admiral W. D. Leahy, now 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. Rear 
Admiral Leahy, upon assuming com- 
mand of the Battleship Divisions, will 
be promoted to the grade of Vice Ad- 
miral and Vice Admiral Craven will re- 
vert to Rear Admiral. 

Rear Admiral A. J. Hepburn, Com- 
manding Destroyers, Battle Force, will 
be relieved by Rear Admiral C. H. 
Woodward, at present a member of the 
General Board. 

Rear Admiral A. E. Watson, Com- 
manding Destroyers, Scouting Force, 
will be relieved by Rear Admiral Sin- 
clair Gannon, now Commander of Mine- 
craft. 

In addition to the above, Secretary of 





the Navy Swanson stated that he ex- 
pected to recommend to the President 
for appointment as Chief of the Burean 
of Navigation Rear Adm. Adolphus An- 
drews. Admiral Andrews, at present 
chief of staff, United States Fleet, will 
be the youngest officer to be named to 
the important Navigation post in recent 
years, he having been promoted to flag 
rank only within the past year. 

No announcement was made as to 
whom will be appointed as Commander, 
Cruisers. This post carries the rank of 
Vice Admiral, and is the only remaining 
high Fleet command not yet filled. The 
shore “slate” and other Fleet flag posts 
will probably be announced next week, 
it is said. 

While not definitely settled, it is ex- 
pected that Admiral Upham will come 
to the General Board, and will become 
Chairman on the retirement of Rear 
Adm. Frank H. Clark, next Jan. 1. Ad- 
miral Brumby is also coming ashore, 
and it is likely that he will go to Nor- 
folk. 





Board to Study Airships 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced this week that he had addressed 
a letter to Dr. Karl T. Compton, Chair- 
man, Science Advisory Board, Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, Cambridge, 
Mass., requesting that Board under the 
authority of an Executive Order of the 
President to appoint a suitable commit- 
tee to review and analyze the past and 
present situation as to the design and 
construction of dirigibles and to make 
recommendations as to their future de 
sign and construction. 

In his letter to Dr. Compton, Secretary 
Swanson emphasized that any inquiry 
conducted should be of the broadest 
scope relating to dirigibles in general 
whether for military (naval) or col 
mercial purposes. In his communication 
the Secretary pointed out particularly 
that the usefulness of dirigibles for 
naval purposes was entirely incidental to 
the larger question. 

Questioned by newspapermen regard- 
ing this latter statement, the Secretary 
said that he has always been of the opit- 
ion that dirigibles might have a commer- 
cial use, but had never been convinced of 
their having any military value. He de- 
clined to make any definite statement 
as to what he would recommend regard- 
ing replacement of the Macon, pending 
receipt of the court of inquiry in the 
Macon crash, and the study just initiated 
but intimated very strongly his opposi- 
tion to any such move.

Army Officer Increase 

There were fireworks in the House 
during general debate Tuesday and 
Wednesday over a proposal that each 
Congressman should appoint an extra 
cadet to West Point. It was pointed out 
that General MacArthur has stated that 
his would ensure sufficient commis- 
sjoned officers in a few years to take 
gre of an enlisted strength of 165,000. 

Representative Parks, in charge of the 
army appropriation bill on the floor, 
wid Tuesday he wanted to give this ad- 
jitional cadet, but was deterred because 
it would be subject to a point of order 
gs new legislation. Chairman J. J. 
WeSwain, of the House Military Affairs 
(Committee, Whose committee is charged 
sith responsibility for legislation for 
the Army, took vigorous exception Wed- 
psday in a 15-minute speech and there 
was a bit of rough and tumble debate 
pefore he concluded. 

Members of the House have been 
urged to approve the provision for an 
extra cadet. The proposal has the ap- 
proval of President Roosevelt. Repre- 
sentative Parks had talked with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who apparently had 
called Mr. McSwain to the White House. 
This White House visit was followed by 
a letter from Mr. McSwain Wednesday 
to the President, taking sharp issue with 
vrtain statements. The Military Chair- 
nan prefers that young graduates of

Urge Enlisted Pay Increase 

A warning that Army morale has 
been weakened by the low scale of en- 
listed pay is sounded by the Adjutant 
General, Maj. Gen. James F. McKinley, 





in a statement to the House Appropria- | 


tions Committee. 
Testifying before the committee dur- 
ing the hearings on the Army appro- 


priation bill, General McKinley stated 
that the pay of enlisted men had in- 
creased but slightly since 1908 during 


which period union labor wage rates in 
the United States multiplied two and a 
half times. An already low pay scale 
has been still further reduced, he said, 
beyond that suffered by others as a re- 
sult of the pay cut,

ment bonus, reduction in clothing al- 
lowance, and loss of marksmanship | 
pay. 


“Tt is very clear that the enlisted per- 
sonnel occupy a very unfavorable rela- 
tive position with respect to wages,” he 
concluded. 

Attention was called by the Adjutant 
General to the fact that many enlisted 
men and their families must live in old 
dilapidated buildings, “little more than 
shacks.” He also told the committee 
that Army personnel no longer had any 
advantage in being able to buy food at 
Army commissaries as the prices there 
now are just about what they are in 
chain stores. 

General McKinley was asked by Rep- 
resentative Dockweiler, Dem. of Calif., 
as to how it was possible for the en- 
listed men in the lower grades to marry 
and raise families. “I have often won- 
dered about that,” replied the Adjutant 
General, “They raise families of chil- 
dren, but I do not know how they man- 
age to do so. Of course, all of us 
know they cannot give them very much 
when their monthly pay is so small. 

2ay to the enlisted man must be 
sufficient to permit him to enjoy some 
recreational advantages, to discharge 
his normal responsibilities, and to per- 
mit him to take a pride in himself as 
an individual and as a respectable agent 
of the Government,” General McKinley 
said. “Rates of compensation must be 
in such accord with civilian wage scales 
as will induce men of the type needed 
in the Army to enlist. 

“In 1908 the private soldier’s pay was 
fixed at $15 per month. In 1933 his 
rate of pay was $21 per month, but de- 
ducting the 15 per cent pay cut pre- 
seribed by the economy act, he actually 
drew $17.85. At present, with the 5- 
per cent pay cut, he draws $19.95. Con- 
trasted with this, statistics published 
by the Department of Labor show that 


union wage rates of labor in the United 
States in 1933 were two and one-half 
times what they were in 1908. 

“The great majority of the enlisted 
men of the Army draw only $21 or 
slightly more per month. In addition 
to the regular pay cuts that have been 
imposed on their meager pay by the 
operation of the economy act, enlisted 
men have also been denied the reen- 
listment allowances formerly author- 
ized, have suffered a reduction in cloth- 
ing allowances, and have lost additional 
pay for skill in marksmanship. During 
the initial stages of the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps, the Army had great 
difficulty in providing enlisted men for 
duty in Civilian Conservation Corps 
units who were drawing pay equal to 
or more than $30 per month paid the 
enrollees who, with the exception of 
clothing, enjoyed the same treatment as 
the regular soldier with respect to 
mess, recreation, and so forth. While 
the enlisted men have upheld the tradi- 
tions of the Army in their duties with 
the Civilian Conservation Corps, they 
cannot help but feel and do feel that 
they are subject to discrimination. It 
is very difficult for their officers to 
offer any explanation for the relative 
materiai difference in pay. 

“The life of Army personnel is a very 
expensive one. Due to frequent changes 
of stations, in many cases from tropical 
countries to a severe climate or the re- 
verse, necessitating expenditures for 
clothing for families and many other 
expenditures incident to the transfer, 
Army personnel, especially the enlisted 
men, have great difficulty in stretching 
their modest pay to meet these expendi- 
tures, resulting, in many cases, in in- 
debtedness. 

“It is very clear that the enlisted per- 
sonnel occupl a very unfavorable rela- 
tive position with respect to wages, 
which makes it difficult to induce men 
of the type needed to enlist. It is hoped 
that the economic condition of the coun- 
try will soon improve to such an extent 
that the former allowances for reen- 
listment, for clothing, and for marks- 
manship pay may be restored.”

Army Notes in the Press 
(The Newport, R. I. News) 

Final tabulations in the Literary pj. 
gest’s college peace poll, according t 
the returns to be published Saturday jy 
the magazine, disclose that Americap 
university undergraduates voted only q 
scant majority against this country ep. 
tering the League of Nations, but op 
the six other questions the margins of 
difference were broad. 

More than a third of the ballots 
mailed to 318,414 students in 118 Ameri. 
can colleges were returned, the higheg 
percentage ever obtained in a Digesy 
poll. Of these, 49.47 per cent favore 
the entry of the United States into the 
League of Nations and 50.53 were op. 
posed. The vote was more than two ty 
one, that the country should stay ont 
of another great war, this being the 
closest margin of difference after the 
League of Nations vote. 

Asked “If the borders of the United 
States were invaded, would you bear 
arms in defense of your country?” 
83.54 per cent voted that they would, 
and 16.46 that they would not. 
balloted nearly five to one for universal 
conscription of all resources of capital 
and labor, to control profits in war. 
time. By an overwhelming vote of 
more than nine to one, the students ad- 
vocated government control of arma- 
ment and munitions industry. They 
voiced opposition 69,715 to 41,407, to 
“a navy and air force second to none, 
as insurance against being drawn into 
another great war.” They voted 17.82 
per cent affirmatively and 82.18 per cent 
negatively on the question of bearing 
arms in the invasion of another coun- 
try.

Manila—As a result of a visit of the 
Senatorial commission to the Philip 
pines, fresh emphasis has been laid 
upon the value of the Philippines to the 
United States as a source of essential 
war materials.

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Report Gen. Russell’s 
Nomination 


Opposition to the confirmation of 
Maj. Gen. John H. Russell, comman- 
dant of the Marine Corps, is being car- 
ried to the Senate floor. The Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee, early in the 
week, after several meetings at which 
the nomination was discussed quite ex- 
haustively, along with the system of 
selections for promotion in the Corps, 
reported favorably on General Russell. 
This, also, carried back to the Senate 
the nomination of Richard P. Williams 
to be a brigadier general in the Marine 
Corps. 


Senator Black, of Alabama, who ap- 
peared before the Committee against 
General Russell and charged there had 
been favoritism in promoting Marine 
officers, is expected shortly to review the 
situation, as he regards it, before the 
Senate. Senators of the Committee do 
not sympathize with the attitude of the 
Alabaman or think there is reason to 
hold up General Russell’s nomination 
longer. Neither are they disposed to 
disturb provisions of the law, enacted 
last year, regarding the Marine selec- 
tion system. 


The prevailing view seemed to be that 
some complaints could hardly be avoided 
under any system of selection where as 
many as eighteen officers were vieing 
for two or three promotions to higher 
commands. The general conviction also 
appeared to be that little has thus far 
been shown to warrant present inter- 
ference with Marine Corps promotions 
forwarded to the Senate.

To Continue Alaskan Survey 


The Navy Department announced this 
week that during the Summer of 1935 
six small vessels of the Mine Force, the 
USS Oglala, USS Quail, USS Tanager, 
USS Kingfisher, USS Gannet and USS 
Sandpiper will conduct further hydro- 
graphic and aerological surveys of the 
Aleutian Islands. The purpose of this 
expedition is to continue the work of 
previous years in gathering complete 
hydrographic information and weather 
data of this American archipelago. 

The expedition, under the command 
of Comdr. Francis E. Cogswell, USN, 
Commanding Officer USS Oglala, will fit 
out in West Coast ports and sail for the 
survey area early in May. 





Submarine Pay 


Secretary Swanson this week asked 
Congress to enact legislation to grant 
submarine and diving pay to personnel 
of the Navy for duty at submarine 
escape training tanks, the Navy Deep 
Sea Diving School, and the Navy Ex- 
perimental Diving Unit. He also asked 
that submarine pay be allowed for per- 
sonnel assigned to submarine undergo- 
ing construction at private ship yards. 





Honor Italian Fliers 


The Senate Naval Committee has fa- 
vorably reported a bill by Chairman 
Trammell, to bestow the Distinguished 
Flying Cross upon Air Marshal Italo 
Balbo, who commanded the Royal Ital- 
ian Air Force that crossed the Atlantic 
some months ago and visited Chicago, 
and also upon Gen. Aldo Pellegrini, 
who was his senior officer. Senator 
Davis was named to draft the Com- 
mittee report. 


Deny Navy Collusion 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson last 
week flatly denied statements made on 
Capitol Hill that the Navy Department 
was in collusion with shipbuilders in the 
award of contracts. 


The following statement was given out 
by the Secretary, February 13: 

“Referring to Press reports that the 
Navy Department was in collusion with 
shipbuilders in connection with the 
award of contracts will say, this is not 
true and without the slightest founda- 
tion. If any individual connected with 
the Navy connived or directly or in- 
directly entered into any collusion with 
shipbuilders he did so without any au- 
thority whatsoever from the Navy De- 
partment. The Navy Department knows 
of no such individual, but should he 
exist, I would like to have his name.” 


Naval Officer Commended 


The Navy Department announced this 
week that the Secretary of the Navy 
had addressed a letter of commendation 
to Lt. Rufus G. Thayer, USN, for his 
“courage, alertness, coolness, general 
efficiency and untiring energy in a time 
of emergency” on the oceasion of a colli- 
sion between the USS McFarland and 
the USS Ellis, last November fifth. 


Lieutenant Thayer, who was taking 
passage in the McFarland at the time, 
had volunteered his services on deck 
during night maneuvers and was on the 
McFarland’s bridge at the time of the 
collision. He rushed from the bridge into 
the steam filled firerooms, the Secretary 
said, and by his resourcefulness together 
with his thorough knowledge of the 
ship’s construction rendered invaluable 
aid in saving the ship and localizing the 
damage. 








Navy Notes in the Press 
(From The Nawy, organ of the British 
Navy League) 

The Prince of Wales has been pro- 
moted to the rank of Admiral in His 
Majesty’s Fleet, to General in the Army, 
and to Air Chief Marshal in the Royal 
Air Force. 

It is four years ago since the Prince, 
who is now 40, received promotion in 
the three Services. In September, 1930, 
he was promoted simultaneously to the 
equivalent ranks of Vice-Admiral in the 
Royal Navy, Lieutenant-General in the 
Army, and Air Marshal in the R.A.F. 

The King has approved the appoint- 
ment of Admiral Sir Roger R. C. Back- 
hous, K.C.B., C.M.G., to be Commander- 
in Chief, Home Fleet, in succession to 
Admiral the Earl of Cork and Orrery, 
K.C.B., to date August, 1935. 

A feature of the New Year promo- 
tions to Commander is the widely sep- 
arated positions of the juniors from the 
seniors in the list. Quite heavy gaps 
have been left in order to promote cer- 
tain promising young officers who had 
not been long in the zone. Lieutenant- 
Commanders of seniorities from 1928 to 
1931 inclusive were eligible this time, 
and the 25 selected includes twelve of 
1928, six of 1929, three of 1930, and 
four of 1931. 

Another gratifying point about the 
New Year naval promotions is that the 
number of new Captains has been main- 
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tained at thirteen, the same as a year 
ago, instead of the ten which had been 
customary in many previous years. Of 
the three additional promotions, two 
are given in the lower half of the pro- 
motion zone—that is, to officers with 
between four years’ and six years’ se- 
niority as Commander.

Phoenix, Ariz., Feb. 15—Political and 
industrial leaders here are perturbed 
over a radical program of anti-Japanese 
legislation being pushed at the present 
session of the Legislature. The bill pro- 
vides tor the most drastic anti-Japanese 
laws ever proposed in America. It is 
certain to raise bitter resentment in 
Tokyo, about which Arizona, especially 
the farmer element, might not be much 
worried. [ut it may also be resented 
at Washington, which is something quite 
different with Arizona anxious for mil- 
lions in irrigation and other PWA ob- 
jects. 

Friction over the increase in Japa- 
nese agricultural activities has been 
growing in recent months, especially in 
Maricopa County, the leading county in 
wealth and population. Arizona al- 
ready has a strict law against land 
ownership by Orientals, but it is claimed 
this often is evaded. As a result there 
have been a number of bombings in 
this valley. Japanese-owned property 
has been damaged, but thus far no one 
injured. That Japan is watching care- 
fully is shown by protests made in the 
Parliament at Tokyo. The proposed 
law will increase this tension, especially 
as political observers think it will pass 
before the session ends. 

What action Governor Moeur will 
take in the event of passage is hard to 
foretell. On most questions his sym- 
pathies lie with the farmers of this 
valley. But informal notice has been 
received at the Statehouse that the Fed- 
eral administration is averse to any- 
thing that would irritate the Japanese 





or arouse suspicion just now. 





The Hargrave Case 

The Court of Claims, in its opinion in 
the case of Commander Hargrave, as re. 
ported in the AkMy AND Navy Jouryar 
recently, decided that a staff officer who 
was recommended for advancement un- 
der the Equalization Act of 1926, shay 
be advanced to a higher rank in his 
corps when the officer in the line who 
was assigned as his running-mate jg 
promoted to a higher rank, and ghajj 
be entitled to the pay and allowances of 
the rank to which so advanced from the 
dates dated in his commission, notwith. 
standing the fact that, the number of 
years of commissioned service of the 
staff officer may be less than that re. 
quired for promotion of a line officer 
under the Joint Service Pay Act of 1922. 

Commander Hargraves, as the court 
found in its special findings of fact, ae. 
cepted an appointment as assistant gur. 
geon with the rank of lieutenant, junior 


grade, in the Medical Reserve Corps, 
August 18, 1915, and accepted an ap- 


pointment as assistant surgeon with the 
rank of lieutenant, junior grade, in the 
Navy November 2, 1914; and by succes 
sive promotions he was, under the so- 
called Equalization Act of June 10, 1926 
(44 Stat. 717), selected and advanced 
to the grade of medical inspector with 
the rank of commander from July 1, 
1929. Comdr. Ewart Gladstone Hass, 
USN, assigned as (Commander  Har- 
grave’s running-mate from and including 
June 30, 1929, was appointed midshipman 
on July 6, 1905, and commissioned ensign 
June 5, 1911, and by successive promo- 
tions he was commissioned commander 
from July 1, 1929, since which date he 
has been serving on active duty. 

Commander Hargrave contended that 
immediately upon his advance to the 
rank of commander, at the time when 
his running-mate in the line was ad- 
vanced to such rank, he became en- 
titled to the same pay and allowances 
as his running-mate, that is, of the fifth 
period. 

The Comptroller General held that 
Commander Hargrave, not having com- 
pleted twenty years’ service, was not 
entitled to the pay of the fifth period 
unless he came within the provision 
that the pay of this period shall be paid 
to “officers of the staff corps of the 
Navy advanced by selection under ex- 
isting laws to the rank or pay of Com- 
mander”: and he said also that as Com- 
mander Hargrave had been advanced by 
selection under the Act of June 10, 1926, 
to the rank of Commander, and not un 
der “existing laws” within the meaning 
of the Act of June 10, 1922, he does not 
come within that Act, providing that the 
pay of the fifth period shall be paid to 
“oflicers of the staff corps of the Navy 
advanced by selection under existing 
laws to the rank or pay of commander’. 

But the court held, as was urged by 
General Ansell, counsel for Commander 
Hargrave at the trial, that Commander 
Hargrave, having been advanced by sé- 
lection under the Equalization Act of 
1926 to the grade of medical inspector 
of the Navy, with the rank of comma 
der from July 1, 1929, on which date his 
running-mate in the line was promoted 
and commissioned commander, 18 en- 
titled to the pay and allowances of the 
fifth pay period for the time in question. 

It is not known whether the Attorney 
General will regard the decision as fin 
or attempt to take it up to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in whieh re 
gard he usually acts only after he has 
had the views of the Executive Depart 
ment concerned and the Comptroller 
General.

FOR A LARGE PROPORTION of the officers of the uniformed services the 
restoration of full base pay will prove an empty gesture unless action is taken to 
prevent the impending drastic reduction in rental and subsistence allowances. 
Senator Sheppard and Representative McSwain, chairmen of the Military Affairs 
Committees in their respective Houses of Congress, have introduced identical bills 
to fix the rental and subsistence allowances at the rate prevailing prior to the 
enactment of the Economy Act. Unless this measure is adopted before June 30, Con- 
gress will find that instead of restoring full pay it has imposed an additional cut, 
particularly in the case of junior ollicers, upon the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Public Health Service, and the Coast and Geodetic Survey. Many of the 
junior officers will have their income cut by nearly three times the reduction now 
in force. The situation shows clearly the fundamental error of this portion of the 
pay act. The act provided for no increase in allowances during the peak years of 
high living costs but did permit reductions when costs fell below the 1922 figure. 
Surely Congress did not foresee or intend this drastic reduction and will take ac- 
tion by enacting the bills introduced by Chairmen Sheppard and McSwain. 


WELL, INDEED, IT IS FOR the efficiency of the Navy that the Naval 
Affairs Committee of the House gives serious consideration to its responsibilities. 
Together with other officials of the Government, the membership of the committee 
is charged with looking out for the well-being and proper operation of the naval 
service. For more than a year now, the junior commissioned ranks of the Navy 
have been serving under the mental handicap of insecurity—selection or out. 
Junior lieutenants not selected face retirement after seven years and senior lieu- 
tenants after 14 years service. The retired pay allowed is almost without excep- 
tion insufficient to provide a living for those to be let out are for the most 
part approaching middle age with families to support. Facing civil life on 
$84 a month and laws severely restricting employment of retired officers, it is no 
wonder the morale of the junior officer has been strained. The new selection law 
if unchanged would work this injustice next year and thereafter every year. It 
would not only cruelly wrong a large number of capable officers but would prove 
a continuing obstacle to any proper esprit de corps in the lower commissioned ranks. 

In attempting to work out a solution of the World War “hump” the Navy 
Department last year proposed the extension of the selection system. At first it 
gave some consideration to those who could not be selected. When the Bureau of 
the Budget objected it gave in, and pushed through its bill. The House Naval 
Committee also attempted to aid individual officers concerned and to benefit Navy 
morale, but again when the Budget Bureau objected to the meager cost involved, 
it withdrew. But this year the House committee took action. It provided that 
junior lieutenants after seven years’ service and not selected would become extra 
numbers and remain eligible for selection for seven more years when they would 
retire. Lieutenants would remain on the active list as extra numbers until they 
completed 21 years’ service. This is a positive step in the right direction. The De- 
partment appears to approve and the chances are that it will go through. Good 
for the patriotic--minded members of the House Naval Committee. 


NATION WIDE ACCLAIM has greeted the selection of Rear Adm. Cary '. 
Grayson, USN-Ret., as President of the American Red Cross. In making it, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was actuated in part by his warm personal regard for this dis- 
tinguished officer, which has extended over a period of more than twenty years. 
But preeminently responsible for the President’s decision was Admiral Grayson’s 
special fitness for the position. The Red Cross is the Angel of Mercy whose wings 
of beneficence cover the earth. In the catastrophes of peace it cares for the 
sufferers, and midst the horrors of war it provides for the destitute and the 
maimed within the limits allowed, arranges comforts for the prisoners, and serves 
as the channel of communication between them and their anxious loved ones at 
home. The President of the Red Cross, in order to perform effectively the 
charitable duties of his office, must have the temperament which enables sympa- 
thetic understanding of the needy, outstanding executive ability to assure collec- 
tion of the means necessary for the purchase of supplies and their distribution, 
and a high degree of diplomacy in order to cope with national as well as inter- 
national problems. All these qualities, Admiral Grayson possesses. He is a 
physician by profession, but more than that, a physician because he loves the 
human kind of service it enables him to render. As an officer of the Navy he 
constantly was required to demonstrate his executive capacity. Attached to the 
staffs of Presidents, from Theodore Roosevelt, with occasional intermissions, to 
Franklin Roosevelt, his diplomatic as well as medical skill often was called into 
exercise, and not more so than when he served as the confidant and adviser of 
President Wilson during the peace negotiations which resulted in the Treaty of 
Versailles. Known throughout the world, foreign governments feel they can deal 
with Admiral Grayson as an understanding friend, and to the Americans at home 
he will appeal as the embodiment of the merciful ideals of the Red Cross.

War-time Rank for Class B Officers—The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has 
reported to the Senate, S. 927, which would give to olficers retired in Class p 
the benefits of the war-time rank act. Senator Carey, in a report submitteg on 
behalf of the Committee, declared: 

“The act of June 21, 1930, gives war-time rank, without pay, to retired Officers 
and former officers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard who served 
during the World War, except those retired under the provisions of section 24h og 
the National Defense Act. Investigation shows that there are 27 officers of the Army 
who were honorably retired under section 24b, whose retirement was not due to mig. 
conduct, neglect, or avoidable habits, who would be benefited by this legislation 
They have good military records and the majority of them are veterans of two wars, 

“Your committee believes that these officers who served faithfully during the 
World War, but whose retirement in class B was not due to misconduct, negleg 
or avoidable habits, should receive the benefits of the above-mentioned act of June 
21, 1930, and recommends favorable action on the bill.” 


Army Chaplains’ Notes—Many Chaplains’ Association chapters are arranging ges 
sions in the near future with the view of thoroughly informing the members of the 
arrangements and program for the Louisville Convention. Such a get-together wij 
be held by the Third Corps Area Chapter at a noon luncheon March 5 at the Army 
and Navy Club, Washington, D. C. 

It is announced that paragraph 2 h (3) AR 210-70 permits a commanding 
officer to place chaplains on detached service not to exceed ten days when it ig jp 
the interest of the government service. This regulation can be invoked by chaplains 
who plan to attend the convention at Louisville, Ky., on April 24 and 25. 

Three hundred chaplains are expected to attend tue convention. The program 
is taking definite shape. The session will have peculiar interest for chaplains op 
duty in the CCC camps. The Chief of Chaplains is desirous of meeting as many 
of these as possible at a special session during the convention. 


Army Increase Proposal “Modest’—With the increases recommended by General 
MacArthur in the personnel strength of the Regular Army, National Guard and 
Reserves beginning to receive attention by the Administration and in Congress, 
opinion has been expressed abroad that the stregth asked for is “very modest.” 

Commenting on the annual report of the American Chief of Staff, the British 
Army, Navy, & Air Force Gazette, declares: “General MacArthur sets the limit for 
the armed forces (of the United States) at the same figure that he has advanced for 
previous years, namely, a Regular Army of 14,000 officers and 165,000 men, as 
opposed to the 118,750 enlisted men of which it consists today; a National Guard 
to be maintained at a minimum strength of 210,000 as opposed to its 190,000 of 
to-day; and a training programme to include 48 drills and 14 days’ field training 
annually. In addition to these forces there should be, he claims, a_ well-trained 
enlisted reserve of not less than 120,000 men. And the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
(active portion) should be raised to 120,000 as opposed to the 89,000 of to-day. 
These would seem to be very modest requirements for a country of the size and 
population of the U. 8. A., and the Defense Act authorizes for greater numbers, 
namely 280,000 in the Regular Army and 430,000 in the National Guard.” 

Referring to the warning issued by General MacArthur that “hasty improvisa- 
tion of an eflicient fighting force is wholly impossible” the Gazette says: 

“General MacArthur might very usefully have recalled that the situation since 
1920 has completely altered, in that mechanization in the armies of the Great 
Powers, although only as yet in its evolutionary stage, has already taken place on 
such a scale that it is possible to predict that decisions will be reached by the 
mechanized forces, those of the older kind being capable only of holding in the 
stale-mate fashion of 1914-18. The danger of lack of preparation is directly pro- 
portional to the changed conditions. In the Great War period men could be found 
for the firing line at very short notice, material could be produced, and, broadly 
speaking, generalship was not called into action. With a mechanized force the 
material question may possibly not present any very great difficulties, although 
armoured plate has its own peculiarities of manufacture. But, and even taking into 
consideration the mechanization of civil life, the training of the tank corps cannot 
be carried out so quickly as that of the old infantry; nor can any tank corps suc: 
ceed which has not got a far more highly developed technical knowledge and esprit 
de corps, as individual action may often be required of its constituent units or forced 
upon them. Mechanized forces require from their officers and from commanders 
all the qualities which in the old days were required both of the mobile and the 
fighting arms; but new and more complicated problems have been introduced by the 
far greater mobility and power of these weapons. Similarly generalship must be 
exercised in their use, as no country would tolerate that such forces should sit down 
and face each other for years. If, then, ground forces are to be used in a future 
war, any failure in their preparation for that war will be a much more serious 
handicap than it was in the past.” 

In another editorial entitled “The Toad Beneath the Promotion Harrow” the 
Gazette comments on the need for officer promotion revision, as discussed by 
General MacArthur. 

“This is a point,” it states, “which has been very largely overlooked in our owD 
army; not only have promotion reforms been dilatory but, when announced, have 
shown a lamentable lack of appreciation of both the general and the particular 
situation, a fact which may to a very large extent be explained by the failure to 
include in investigating Committees any but aged officers who, if only because they 
have already succeeded in their profession, hold views and have an outlook neces 
sarily different from those of a younger generation. It is the case of :— 

The toad beneath the harrow knows 
The place where every tooth point goes; 
The butterfly upon the road 

Preaches contentment to the toad.” 


Grounding of Air Officers Looms-—Unless a deficiency appropriation is provided by 
Congress, every oflicer of the Air Corps will be grounded for about 28 days this 
June, Air Corps officials warn. The House appropriations committee, during the 
hearings on the annual Army supply bill, were told by Air Corps oflicers that funds 
for flight pay for the current year will be inadequate to pay those holding fight 
orders, and that if deficiency appropriation is not allowed, the entire Comps W 
have to be grounded. ot 

Another threat to the efficiency of the Corps, which may well lead to fatalities, 
is contained in a provision on the current Army appropriation bill, limiting t@ 
five, the number of medical officers who can be given flight orders. The danget 
of this procedure, which may result in loss of life and property worth far more 
than the actual saving in pay, is pointed out by Air Corps officials. A surgeon 
is absolutely essential on every extended flight made by Army planes. It is he 
who is called upon to decide whether pilots are in fit shape to continue = 
after some time in the air or who may be slightly ill. Without a doctor to act, “ 
natural reaction of the pilot himself is to continue on duty, when not really ber 
with possible loss of life and property. Research in aviation medicine also wou 
suffer a set-back.

Representative Maas said after the 
Committee meeting that he regarded the 
present restrictions upon employment of 
retired officers a great injustice. “Under 
the current law, which the Dill con- 
tinues,” he added, “a retired Naval officer 
cannot work for a filling station or a 
Washington Department store, even, be- 
cause they sell goods to the Navy De- 
partment. Such restrictions “work a 
great hardship on these oflicers with 
their meager retired pay.” 

Mr. Maas said he was interested in 
seeing the section restored by the 
Senate and had already discussed the 
matter with Senators. The bill, which 
was drafted at the Navy Department 
and was an administration measure, will 
be offered in the Senate by Mr. Tram- 
mell, of Florida, presumably incorporat- 
ing the new section authorizing lieuten- 
ants, of both grades, who have failed 
of promotion, to be carried as extra num- 
bers. The text of the new section is 
as follows: 


Section 3. That Section 4 of the Act 
approved May 29, 1984 (48 Stat. 814) is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

That after June 30, 1936, lieutenants 
and lieutenants (junior grade) who shall 
not have been recommended for promo- 
tion to the next higher grade by the 
report of a line selection board and ap- 
proved by the President shall, on and 
after June 30 next succeeding the date 
of approval of said line selection board, 
if they have completed fourteen or seven 
seven years respectively of commissioned 
service, be carried as additional num- 
bers in grade, but shall be included in 
the authorized numbers of commissioned 
officers of the active list of the line of 
the Navy in any grade to which later 
promoted. That for the purpose of ex- 
tending Section 3 of the Act of March 8, 
1931 (46 Stat. 1483; U. S. C., Supp. VII, 
title 34, Sec. 286a), to officers below the 
rank of Lieutenant Commander, the said 
section Is amended so that the length of 
service therein prescribed shall be 
twenty-one years for lieutenants and 
fourteen years for lieutenants (junior 
grade): provided, that lieutenants with 
less than twenty-one years commissioned 
service shall become ineligible for pro- 
motion on June 30 of the fiscal year in 
which they attain the age of forty-five 
years: Provided further, that no officers 
of said rank shall become so ineligible 
prior to June 30, 1936: And provided 
further, that the restriction on the num- 
ber of involuntary transfers in any 
fiscal year to the retired list prescribed 
in Section 7 of the Act of March 8, 
1931 (46 Stat, 1484; U. S. C., Supp. VII, 
title 34, Sec. 286a), shall not apply to 
the grade of lieutenant and lieutenant 
(junior grade). 

Rear Admiral Leahy last week 
strongly urged relief for these oflicers 
and during his hearing there were ex- 
changes regarding it by Committee mem- 
bers. While Admiral Leahy suggested 
that the matter could acceptably be left 
to the discretion of the Secretary of 
the Navy, the extension of the years of 
commissioned service from 14 to 21, or 
from 14 to 17 would greatly relieve the 
situation. Chairman Vinson stated that 
he believed the section adopted by the 
Committee would solve the problem as 
to some 400 officers affected by retire- 
ment requirements. 

The Chairman also stated that the 
Committee was making progress with the 
Navy Staff Corps bill. He expects it will 
be ordered reported “in a few days.” 
His Committee has held meetings this 
week on the bill for training of 498 
Flying Cadets for one year at Pensa- 
cola, to be followed by three years of 
flying service in the Navy. Rear Ad- 
miral Ernest J. King, chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics and other Naval officers 
were heard in support of the bill, ex- 
plaining in some detail to the Commit- 
tee, what the requirements of the Naval 
service were in that regard.

which, as previously stated, had the 
approval of the Congress a year ago. 

The provision, therefore, is renewed. 

The Department takes the position that 
this mode of procedure will be no longer 
workable because the same yardstick is 
applied in determining the physical fit- 
ness of the youngest officer in a company 
grade (all grades in fact) as to the old- 
est officer therein. As a general proposi- 
tion, that procedure negatives the theory 
of graduation of essentially military offi- 
cers, Section 1245 of the Revised Statutes 
(U.S. C., title 10, see. 931) provides: 

When any officer has become incapable of 
performing the duties of his office, he shall 
be either retired from active service or 
wholly retired from the service, by the 
President, as hereinafter provided. 

“Otlice,” as used in the law, it is sub- 
mitted, does not mean the particular job 
to which an oflicer may happen to be 
assigned. It has reference to his rank 
or grade. In this connection, in an Attor- 
ney General’s opinion, it was held that 
to be “ineapable’”’ an officer must be 
either no longer responsible for his own 
actions or subject to infirmities or dis- 
abilities which make the reasonable per- 
formance of his military duties impos- 
sible for him. “Military duties”, as there 
used, it is further submitted, compre- 
hends all classes of military duty that 
may attach to any rank or grade. 

Of course, this is not an ideal ap- 
proach to the problem, and the proposal 
no doubt will meet with opposition from 
those potentially subject to its applica- 
tion, but the course has a very whole- 
some effect upon that large group of 
West Point graduates who are marking 
time growing old in the grade of first 
lieutenant. As to expense, the difference 
between active pay and allowances and 
retired pay of officers over age in grade 
will more than cover the active pay and 
allowances of a replacement second lieu- 
tenant. Possibly it would be well to 
couple with the provision a requirement 
that a certain proportion of the resulting 
vacancies shall be filled by Air Corps 
training center graduates. 


Commissioned Officer Strength 

The committee has been urged to lift 
the 12,000 average limitation upon com- 
missioned officers. The authorized officer 
strength is 12,403. The motive primarily 
is to make it possible to increase the 
number of officers attached to the Air 
Corps. Owing to the virtual standstill of 
fiying equipment, it being estimated that 
airplane washouts during the fiscal year 
1936 will equal accretions, it would seem 
unsound to add to flying personnel al- 
ready too numerous for the flying equip- 
ment available. Furthermore, the com- 
mittee doubts if the House would wish 
to add more than one-fourth of the entire 
authorized Air Corps strength (1,485) of 
flying officers at one time, which would 
constitute a hump for many years to 
come. The proposal does not have the 
approval of the Chief of the Air Corps. 

As previously suggested, the committee 
is not aware of any reason why the Air 
Corps cannot get its quota in proper in- 
crements through the medium of the ar- 
rangement again proposed forcibly to re- 
tire over-age officers. 

Increase West Point Cadets 

In this connection, it should be stated 
that the time is fast approaching when 
separations for age, without special stim- 
ulus, will be well in excess of available 
West Point material. In order to be pre- 
pared for that situation the number of 
appointments to West Point should be 
increased immediately. The committee 
would have provided for one additional 
appointment in the accompanying bill 
if the rules permitted. It should be 
further stated, in connection with this 
matter, that the Chief of Staff indicated 
to the committee that he would be “per- 
fectly willing” to drop his advocacy of 
an immediate expansion in commissioned 
officers strength if provision were made 
to increase the number of cadets at 
West Point. 

Quartermaster Corps 

The current appropriation was based 
upon a ration cost of 31.5 cents. The ra- 
tion today is costing approximately 42 
cents. The estimate and bill for 1936 are 





based upon a ration cost of 37.25 cents. 
The prospects are that the appropriation 
proposed will be inadequate and will 
need to be supplemented as is the case 
the present year. 

Motorization 

On January 1, 1935, the Regular Army 
possessed 3,588 motor vehicles, exclusive 
of vehicles procured prior to January 
1, 1920, which may not be operated un- 
der a provision carried in the current 
War Department appropriation act. The 
Department’s immediate program, which 
looks (1) to the completion of the motor 
equipment of all active units to author- 
ized peace strength under the present 
approved policy on motorization and (2) 
to the replacement of obsolete motor 
vehicles, calls for a total of not less 
than 19,377 additional vehicles. Of this 
number 7,593 vehicles are in course of 
procurement out of a P. W. A. allotment 
of approximately $9,000,000. Of the re- 
sulting shortage of 11,784, 267 would be 
met under the provision proposed by the 
committee to permit the use of that num- 
ber of vehicles procured prior to Jan- 
uary 1, 1920, which are represented as 
being in excellent condition, and the 
number will be further reduced by the 
appropriation of $1,000,000 carried in 
this bill. which has Budget support and 
which will be expended mostly for 
trucks, since a limitation of $40,000 is 
placed upon expenditures for passenger- 
carrying vehicles and $75,000 upon ex- 
penditures for ambulances and motorcy- 
cles. It is estimated, including the $1,000,- 
000 carried in the bill, that it will require 
$31,600,000 to supply the shortage of 
motor vehicles indicated, including 
stocks of spare parts. 

Air Corps 

When the Budget went to press it was 
understood that the approved Air Corps 
estimate would be adequate for the pro- 
curement of 547 airplanes for the Reg- 
ular Army and 25 for the Organized Re- 
serves, the latter to be financed out of 
the appropriation for that component. 
It has since developed, based upon more 
recent probable cost data, that the es- 
timate is no more than sufficient to buy 
450 planes for the Regular Army and 19 
for the Organized Reserves. The procure- 
ments estimated happen to be identical 
with the estimated number of washouts 
during the fiseal year 1935. Hence, if 
predictions be accurate there will be no 
gain at the end of the fiscal year 1936 
over the number (1,367) of serviceable 
planes estimated to be on hand at the 
end of the present fiscal year. 

On the basis of 1854 as the lawful al- 
lowance, exclusive of the National 
Guard, of serviceable planes and planes 
undergoing overhaul, the plane shortage 
on July 1, next, and a year thereafter 
will be 487. The shortage under the 
Baker Board allowance will be 782. 

The committee is advised that de- 
liveries will not be completed of all the 
planes thereon listed during the fiscal 
year 1936 and that, therefore, $3,000,000 
of contract authorization might be sub- 
stituted for a like amount of appropria- 
tion. This the committee has done, coup- 
ling with the authorization, however, an 
additional authorization of $4,686,753, 
which, it is understood, will finance the 
cost of the numbers (547) and types 
of planes, including spare’ engines, 
which the Budget intended should be pro- 
cured for the Regular Establishment. 
Under this course there will be at least 
some gain over attrition. In no other 
respect has the committee touched the 
total of the estimate for 1936. 

Lighter-Than-Air Activities 

The committee is proposing to pinch 
off a little sooner than otherwise would 
happen the lighter-than-air activities in 
the Army, apart from free balloons. 
There is $601,142 in the Budget on ac- 
count of lighter-than-air projects, ex- 
clusive of pay of military personnel. 
Twenty officers and 611 enlisted men are 
engaged with this activity. The commit- 
tee’s action is directed at reconditioning 
and prolonging the life of a number of 
relatively small semirigid airships. The 
enlisted personnel and the funds, in the 
committee’s judgment, would be better 
employed in the heavier-than-air branch. 

Signal Corps 


Under this branch the Budget esti- 





mate and bill are $2,896,890 in excess of 
the current appropriation. Aside from 
pay restoration, the increase is for the 
following purposes: 

For radio equipment for unequipped 
airplanes now in the service, for planes 
on order, and for planes procurable un- 
der the Budget estimate $2,226,000. 

Toward modernizing the equipment of 
radio stations at approximately 35 Air 
Corps flying fields $470,000, 

kor radio equipment for combat cars 
and tanks, to be procured by the Ord- 
nance Department in the fiscal year 1936 
$104,000. 

No money has been added by the com- 
mittee for radio equipment for planes to 
be ordered under the contract authoriza- 
tion of $4,686,753, mentioned under the 
Air Corps. 

Ordnance Department 

For the several appropriations under 
this branch the estimates and bill ex- 
ceed the current appropriations by $6,- 
591,374. Adding the cost of salary res- 
toration for the present year, the in- 
crease is lessened to $5,655,855, which is 
a net figure, as the Budget has allowed 
lesser amounts for certain projects than 
are available the present fiscal year. 

The Budget increases, which the com- 
mittee has approved without change, are 
principally and approximately as fol- 
lows: 

Complete salary restoration $495,000; 
Training ammunition, owing to use of 
P. W. A. funds in 1935 $1,914,000; 
mechanization, $1,034,000 ; artillery 
equipment -and modernization, $1,000, 
000; armament for aircraft, $1,700,000; 
and restoring roofs of magazines at 
Raritan Arsenal, $265,000. 

The committee is in possession of com- 
plete details of proposed expenditures 
upon mechanization during the ensuing 
fiscal year calling for a total outlay of 
$3,495,822. 

National Guard 

The committee feels that it may say 
to the House that the bill as presented 
in its National Guard aspects will have 
the unqualified approval of the National 
Guard Association, the Adjutants Gen- 
eral Association, and the National Guard 
Bureau. 

The Budget touching this component, 
in the judgment of officers directly con- 
cerned with the efficiency and effective- 
ness of the Guard, is not adequate in 
many respects. The committee heard the 
president and other officers of the Na- 


tional Guard Association, besides the 
very eflicient Chie? of the National 
Guard Bureau, and it has been per- 


suaded that the deficiencies complained 
of have merit. These, as calculated by 
the National Guard Bureau, call for a 
total additional appropriation of $2,552,- 
985, exclusive of any increase in enlisted 
strength. To provide the first increment 
of 5,000 of a 10,000 increase in men, 
would cost $2,451,600. 

As to this increase, the committee is 
proposing that the matter be handled 
after the method proposed touching an 
increase in the enlisted strength of the 
Regular Establishment, i. e., at the dis- 
cretion of the President, an indefinite ap- 
propriation to be availed of in the event 
the President should determine to accede 
to that proposal. 

The total of the increase proposed by 
the committee, is more by $121,540 than 
the total inerease of $2,552,985, the 
amount caleulated by the National 
Guard Bureau to be necessary to take 
care of the demands of the National 
Guard Association, save the increase for 
expanding the enlisted strength. This 
additional amount of $121,540 is pro- 
posed to enable the Guard to be outfitted 
with helmets in lieu of the present style 
campaign hat. 

Another increase will provide employ- 
ment for approximately 1,000 men at 
$50 per month each. The increase is 
urged because of the thefts that have 
occurred, particularly of fire-arms from 
armories, and also to prevent or check 
the spread of fires. 

Another increase will enable more offi- 
cers and enlisted men to be sent to Reg- 
ular Army service schools. Manifestly 
this is of paramount importance to the 
efficiency of the National Guard. This 
item, it will be reealled, was increased 





last year by the Congress, at the jp. 
stance of the committee, in order that 
one National Guard officer from each 
State might be sent to the Gas Schoo} at 
Kdgewood. The Budget estimate would 
care for about 144 officers and 105 en- 
listed men. 

The budget provides for 46 armory 
drills. These will take care of the addeq 
expense of conducting 2 more, or 48 all 
told. 

The increase of $48,013 will be aug. 
mented by free issues from the Regular 

istablishment to the value of $101,987, 
not contemplated when the Budget was 
prepared. 

The increase for horses will permit of 
the purchase of approximately 1,000 ani. 
mals. The estimates provide for forag. 
ing 5,500 horses during the next fiseg) 
year. 

The increase for tanks grows out of 
the action of the Congress last year jp 
outlawing motor-propelled vehicles of 
war-time vintage. This left the National 
Guard’s 15 tank units without equip- 
ment. This money will provide each of 
these units with one of the new light 
tanks adopted by the Regular Army and 
possibly more if some of the equipment, 
not immediately essential, were omitted 
from those supplied the National Guard. 

National Guard Aviation 

The Budget includes an_ increase of 
$870,994 for National Guard aviation 
equipment, including maintenance and 
operation. Of the increase, $843,595 will 
be applied to the purchase of 19 new air- 
planes, including spare engines therefor 
This year the guard is getting 30 new 
planes out of an allotment of the $5, 
000,000 special appropriation made the 
present year under the Army Air Corps 
In addition, it has received by transfer 
from the Regular Army 32 planes of the 
observation type. 

Organized Reserves 

For the current fiscal year this com- 
ponent has a total availability as fol- 
lows: 

War Department Appropriation Act, 
1935, $4,278,859; Indefinite appropriation 
to restore salaries to 95 per cent level, 
$131,733; P. W. A. allotment for am- 
munition, $534,591; Allotment of special 
Air Corps appropriation for increasing 
flying hours of Reserve pilots, $109,503— 
Total, $5,054,686. 

The Budget estimate for 1936 is $5. 
617,674, giving an increased availability 
of $562,988, all traceable to Reserve avia 
tion, to which the total allocation is $1; 
370,920, of which $843,695 is labeled for 
the procurement of 19 airplanes (not 2 
as the Budget indicates), and spare ét- 
gines, radio and armament equipment 
therefor, and approximately $110,000 for 
continuing 25,000 training flying hours, 
which is independent of the flying time 
of 200 Reserve aviators who will be 
extended active duty with the Air Corp 
and who will occasion a charge to this 
appropriation of $540,791. 

The committee believes that the num- 
ber to be given 14-day training should 
be increased from 16,000 to 20,000, ané 
is providing for the latter number in the 
accompanying bill. The Reserve Officers 
Association is urging thirty thousand 14 
day trainees. ‘

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Army Promotion Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 


“The commissioned personnel of the 
army,” the Senate report stated, “has 
reached a promotion stagnation which, if 
no relief is afforded, will have a most 
rious effect on morale and content- 
ment and, as a consequence thereof, on 
eficiency. Following the World War 
the enlargement of the Regular Army 
made necessary the appointment of some 
000, additional officers. These appoint- 
ments were made from those emergency 
officers Who had demonstrated by active 
war service, in most cases combat ser- 
rice at the front, their fitness. Since 
ing commissioned in the Regular Army 
in 1920, very few of these oflicers have 
jen promoted, most of them having 
grved for 15 years in the same grade in 
which originally appointed, and will con- 
tinue to serve for years to come unless 
there is remedial action as proposed in 
this bill. These officers with service 
differing by not more than a year and a 
half, created a so-called ‘hump’, with the 
result that. with a normal annual attri- 
tin rate of commissioned personnel of 
4 per cent, or approximately 400 per 
year, those at the top of the ‘hump’ are 
separated from those at the bottom of 
the equivalent of approximately 15 
years’ service. All officers who entered 
the Army after July 1, 1920, and who 
are therefore now behind the ‘hump’, 
are blocked, with no prospect of early 
advancement. It was realized as early 
as 1926, that some measure of legislative 
promotion relief must be afforded. Time 
has accentuated the stagnation until now 
the situation is deplorable. Captains 
commissioned in 1920 still remain in 
that grade. In fact, some 400 World 
War officers commissioned as first lieu- 
tenants in 1920, have received no ad- 
rancement. 

“While promotion is one of the main 
considerations of the bill, an equally 
important feature is that oflicers are 
provided with appropriate rank for 
mobilization requirements. The entire 
ystem of our national defense is based 
yon a skeletonized organization with 
command groups organized in time of 
mace and functioning, when the emer- 
gency arises, to mobilize our citizen 
wldiers. Without officers of appropriate 
rank in key positions in these groups, 
mobilization will be retarded and con- 
fusion will result as it did at the 
entrance of America into the World War, 
and in all previous wars. Valuable time 
is utterly wasted in reorganizing and in 
promoting officers after declaration of 
war. The first 5 to 6 months of every 
war in which we have participated have 
heen spent in reaching a set-up capable 
of enlisting and training the forces to 
fight the war. The proposed bill is de- 
‘igned to place officers in appropriate 
grades in time of peace in the skeleton- 
ied setup and in so doing automatically 
provide the necessary flow of promotion. 

“The bill does not increase the num- 
ber of general officers. It affords no 
promotion for colonels. The main promo- 
tion relief is in behalf of World War 
officers in the ‘hump’ and of lieutenants 
who follow and are thereby blocked by 
the ‘hump’. The automatic promotion 
of second lieutenants after % years’ ser- 
vice and of first lieutenants after 10 
years’ service, will do much to relieve 
their stagnated situation and will bring 
them into higher grades more appro- 
phate to their age and service. 

“Voluntary retirement after 15 years’ 
‘ervice with adequate compensation is 
‘specially applicable to the World War 
‘troup. The bill offers to officers in that 
froup, some of whom may not be able 
‘0 reach the higher field grades in the 
Army, an opportunity to retire if they so 
elect, in which event promotion accelera- 
“lon for their juniors will automatically 
result,

The testimony by Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, Chief of Staff, before the Senate 
subcommittee, the gist of which was 
quoted in the Army AND Navy JouRNAL 
last week, made a deep and favorable 
impression on members of the subcom- 
mittee. Senator Sheppard, chairman of 
the full committee and sponsor of the 
bill, although not a member of the sub- 
committee, attended the session in order 


to hear the Chief of Staff. At one 
point, Senator Coolidge asked Senator 


Sheppard if he wanted to ask the Gen- 
eral any questions and Senator Sheppard 
replied, “General MacArthur states the 
case so completely and so logically that 
I have no questions to ask so far.” 
Excerpts from the General's testimony, 


in addition to those printed in the 
JOURNAL last week, follow: 
Forced Retirements 
Senator Carey. “Would not the re- 


tiring of competent officers in the Army 
discourage all oflicers’?’ 

General MacArthur. “The retirement 
of competent officers creates a psychol- 
ogy of fear, of intimidation, throughout 
the whole officer personnel. Every year 
they would have to go through the purg- 
ing process, if I can use so drastic a 
term, and it would make even the most 
excellent officers timid. There are no 
human agencies that are infallible in 
methods of selection. This makes the 
man not only timid, but it tends to make 
him cater to the views and wishes of 
senior oflicers, even if he does not 
honestly believe in those views. 

“We believe, from every standpoint, 
that it is not desirable, and we would 
not advocate such a _ process in the 
American Army.” 

Senator Carey. “Well, has not the re- 
duction which was provided for last 
year of 300 officers, has that not really 
had a bad effect on a good many men?” 

General MacArthur. “It certainly had 
on those so affected.” 

Selection System 

General MacArthur. “In time of 
peace we do not attempt to apply the 
principle of selection until the officer 
has reached the higher command grades 
of general officer. In time of war we 
instantly jump to selecton. We select 
in time of war.” 

Senator Duffy. “It seems to me that 
is something that is inherently wrong. 
But I do not know a practical way to 
work it out.” 

General MacArthur. “The academic 
theory of selection, Senator, is 100 per 
cent correct. Its practicability is another 
thing. No logical mind can fail to wish 
the best man the more important posi- 
tions; but when you consider the compo- 
sition of our Army, seattered over 10,- 
000 miles, where officers have a com- 
pletely nonhomogeneous chance to dis- 
play their ability; where the same com- 
manders do not pass upon them, it is 
impossible to evolve any system where 
favoritism and privilege would not be 
important factors. 

“If you take a list of officers, there 
are a few that practically every one 
would agree are exceedingly fine officers 
and should be advanced; but after you 
selected those few, it is astonishing how 
difficult it becomes to pick out what you 
think are the best ones. 

“Moreover, in time cf peace, the meas- 
ure of the capacity of an officer—the 
yardstick by which you measure his 
capacity is not of such scope as to really 
define the officer’s combat ability. Some 
of the most astonishing reverses have 
been found under actual field conditions. 
Officers who everybody thought were of 
extraordinary merit, under the tremend- 
ous pressure of nervous strain, of the 
physical contacts—the blood, the dis- 
aster of the battlefield—-have collapsed ; 
whereas those men who in time of peace 
would apparently have a much lower 
general efficiency rating have exhibited 
traits of character which have brought 
them to the front at once. They were 
able to register all their ability under an 
emergency, whereas the former—the pre- 
dicied brilliant officer—was not able to 
regisicr more than a fraction of his 





ability. 

“So, there is really no measure in 
time of peace which can determine who 
are the brilliant combat officers. As a 
result, you find in every war, in every 
nation, in every age, the phenomena of 
apparently young and unknown men that 
suddely rise to the top. ‘That is because 


you have an unfailing and infallible 
measure in time of war. The one who 
can win is the man you want. You 


pick a man for a division commander or 
a regimental commander. He is a man 
who has to be able to handle his unit, 
to make it fight. His method may be 
his own, but in battle, if he does not 
fight, you have his measure. On the 
battlefield results are the only things 
that count. You will find that men, like 
water, under battle conditions seek their 
own level; but there are no such con- 
ditions in time of peace. It would be 
just like trying to measure the flow of a 
river with a couple of gallon measures.” 
Revision of List 

General MacArthur. “A number of 
oflicers believe that their position on the 
relative list represents an injustice to 
them. The law that was passed in 1920, 
inducted many thousands of oflicers into 
the service. It was a complicated law 
and an ambiguous law and under its 
provisions oflicers came into the service 
in a certain fixed relative position. Some 
of the categories that came in with their 
rank based upon the previous service 
they had had during the war or the 
period of mobilization, maintained that 
their relative position on the promotion 
list should have been higher. Those 
questions were submitted to what was 
known as the Shanks board, appointed 
by General Pershing when he was Chief 
of Staff and after very lengthy hearings 
it was decided that the original interpre- 
tation of the law was sound and should 
not be changed, 

“There has been much agitation from 
the oflicers involved in the last 14 years 
for a relative change in their positions. 
It has been submitted to practically 
every administration, and every adminis- 
tration has come to the conclusion that 
irrespective of the original justice and 
merit of the claim that time has so 
solidified the situation that you could 
not eradicate any injustice without do- 


ing a greater injustice to others and 
that time has closed the door. Any 
reasonable statutes of limitation have 


far outrun the situation. The condition 
of the hump and the deplorable situa- 
tion that we are in was fully recognized 
by everyone more than 10 years ago, and 
very constructive efforts were continu- 
ally made by the Congress and others 


to change these conditions. But the 
Army itself could never come to an 
agreement among themselves. There 


were certain minority groups that, while 
they were not powerful enough to make 
their thought predominant, still were 
powerful enough to block every construc- 
tive effort. Some of the most influential 
Senators and Congressmen finally threw 
up their hands and said, ‘Until the 
Army can agree among themselves don’t 
bring the case to us.’ 

“Among such groups was a revisionist 
group as explained above. Then the Air 
Corps group, which wanted an independ- 
ent promotion list with more rapid pro- 
motion for itself. 

“There is the attritionist group, which 
maintains that good oflicers should be 
discharged in order to make a more 
rapid flow or promotion for those that 
are left. There is the selectionist group 
which wishes to select up a certain per- 
centage of what they call the superior 
type of officers, and there are other 
minor groups solicitous as to how they 
may be affected. 

“The result has been that while many 
bills have been introduced all have been 
killed.” 

Senator Sheppard. “I have a letter 
from an oflicer who served as major dur- 
ing the World War, was permanently 
commissioned on July 1, 1920, as a cap- 


tain, and still remains in that grade. 
Ile requests that provision be made in 
the proposed bill to advance him and 
others in the same category to field 


rank. Would that be one of the cases 
you have just discussed?’ 


General MacArthur. “Yes. As I have 





said this bill eliminates all controversial 
issues and leaves to future legislation 
corrections of alleged injustices. To 
burden this bill with cases like this will 
defeat it, just as every bill for promotion 
relief has been defeated in the past by 
similar effort.” 

At the request of the committee, Gen- 
eral MacArthur furnished the following 
tabulated information:

Representative Bland, of Virginia, this 
week introduced eleven bills carrying 
Commerce Department recommendations 
for tighter control of shipping to foster 
safety at sea. 

Chief among the provisions are those 
that would change the name of the 
Bureau of Navigation and Steamboat In- 
spection of the Department of Commerce 
to the Bureau of Marine Inspection and 
Navigation, and tighten up the control 
of the bureau over the issuance of cer- 
tificates, the inspection of hulls, and the 
trial and investigation of officers con- 
nected with disasters, and the suspension 
of their licenses. 

Present laws would be amended to 
extend the formal jurisdiction of the 
bureau over Diesel and gasoline pro- 
pelled shipping. At present the laws do 
not give to the bureau full jurisdiction 
over internal combustion propelled ves- 
sels, in the opinion of Commerce Depart- 
ment legal experts.

Financial Digest 


The daily average volume of Federa] 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended February 13, as reported 
by the Federal Reserve ban'-s, was 
467,000,000, an increase of ¢4,000000 
compared with the preceding week and 
a decrease of $142,000,000 compared 
with the corresponding week in 1934, 

On February 13 total reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,450,000,000, a de- 
crease of $16,000,000 for the week. This 
decrease corresponds with a decrease of 
$53,000,000 in member bank reserve 
balances and increases of $35,000,000 in 
monetary gold stock and $22,000,000 in 
Treasury and national bank currency, 
offset in part by increases of $23,000,000 
in money in circulation, $65,000,000 in 
Treasury cash and deposits with Federal 
Reserve banks, and $5,000,000 in non- 
member deposits and other Federal Re- 
serve accounts. 





Relatively small changes were re- 
ported in holdings of discounted and 


purchased bills, United States Govern- 
ment securities and industrial advances.

Communication Notes 
It. (jg) J. F. Rigby, USNR, manager 
of the Boston office of RCA Communica- 
tions, was one of the featured speakers 
at an officer instructional meeting held 
at the Boston Navy Yard recently. 





Lieutenant Rigby'’s talk covered the 
organization and growth of the Radlo 


Corporation of America in the communi- 
eations fleld. The Corporation was or- 
ganized in the Fall of 1919, he said, to 
develop a world-wide communication 
system which would guarantee to the 
United States a position of independence 
with respect to cables and the communi- 
cations systems of other nations. The 
necessity for such an enterprise was 
emphasized by our experiences during 
the World War, when we were obliged 
to rely upon cables controlled principally 
by England. The subjection of our 
traflic to censorship invoked during this 
period placed American business men at 
a tremendous disadvantage in dealing 
with foreign countries, Lieutenant Rigby 
pointed out, 

The speaker also drew attention to 
the Alexanderson alternator—the inven- 
tion of Dr. E. F. W. Alexanderson of 
the General Electric. Company—the 
machine which made possible the estab- 
lishment of our first radio circuits to 
foreign countries. At that time—1918— 
it provided the only reliable means for 
carrying on a trans-oceanic radio service 
and Great Britain, through the British 
Marconi Company, was negotiating its 
purchase and all the patent rights relat- 
ing to it, he said. At this point the 
Navy Department interceded and 
through its spokesmen, Admiral Bullard 
and Commander 8S. C. Hooper, success- 
fully argued retention of this invention 
for the benefit of the United States. The 
deal with English interests was declared 
off and the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica was formed to take title to the 
Alexanderson alternator patents. Subse- 
quently the corporation negotiated the 
pooling of many other important patents 
which contributed to the establishment 
of a world-wide communication system 
that today operates direct ardio circuits 
to 41 foreign countries and handles at 
split-second speed traffic that volumes 
100,000,000 words a year, Lieutenant 
Rigby said.

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USMC Appointments Increased 
As a result of the large number of 
voluntary retirements which have fol- 
lowed the introduction of the selection 
system of promotion, the Marine Corps 
will commission four times as many sec- 
ond lieutenants this summer as usual. 

One hundred and two candidates will 
be appointed to commissioned rank in 
the Corps, which numbers roughly one 
tenth of the officer complement. More 
than half of these to be commissioned 
will be university ROTC graduates, 
while the remainder will come from the 
Naval Academy, from the Marine Corps 
enlisted ranks, and from the Marine 
Corps Reserve. 

It is planned to appoint at least one 
second lieutenant from each state in the 
Union. One college or university in each 
state will be asked to nominate one 
candidate and one alternate from the 
senior Naval or Military ROTC class to 
be examined for entrance to the Ma- 
rine Corps. In certain cases of principal 
universities and military colleges, more 
than one candidate will be allowed. The 
list of colleges and universities from 
which appointments are to be made is 
now being drawn up. 

In addition to the above, five former 
graduates and 25 graduates of the senior 
class at the Naval Academy will be 
commissioned, and ten non-commissioned 
officers of the Marine Corps too will have 
their chance for commission. Also, there 
will. be 7 Marine Corps Reserve Aviators 
given commissions under the same con- 
ditions. 

All candidates must be citizens of the 
United States; must be single, between 
the ages of 20 and 25 years; must be fit 
morally and physically; and must be 
graduates of colleges having a_ high 
scholastic standing. 

Upon being commissioned, these new- 
ly appointed officers will be required to 
take a course of training at the Officers’ 
School at Vhiladelphia, Pa.
